Railroad Strike Deserved to Fail 


The recent six-day strike of railroad firemen ranks with 


the most pointless and irresponsible walkouts ever called in 
the United States. 


The union's chief demand was that an extra fireman be 


placed on multiple-unit diesel locomotives for "safety." The 
union has had this item in its bargaining kit regularly for 
the past 11 years. 


But within recent months two separate presidential fact- 


finding boards have weighed the issue and declared it to be 
wholly without merit. 


Despite thia conclusive verdict from impartial judges, 


the union chose to press its objective by ordering a strike 
against four major rail lines. Under the circumstances, the 
action smacked of stubborn recklessness and disregard of 
labor's broader interests. 


For certainly strikes of this character damage labor's 


cause before the public. Unions can hardly expect to gain 
increased sympathy when they »eek to enforce unreasonable 
demands. 


Furthermore, there's been a tendency of late for the rail- 


road brotherhoods to accept the recommendations of fact- 
finding boards only when they are favorable. The public 
in unlikely to rate as fair-minded any unions which won't 
accept proposals short of their full demands. People like 
to see a spirit of compromise. 


Hid the strike lasted much longer it would have had se- 


rious impact on the economy. The union kept the strike with- 
in limits to avoid federal intervention, but the lines it tied 
up carry a big share of the nation's traffic in many leading 
Industrial areas. 


One reason the strike was short-lived was that the fire- 


men had no public support whatsoever. As the effects spread, 
their position would have worsened. 


Then. too. the affected railroads did a good job of main- 


taining skeleton service and were gradually expanding 
freight and passenger schedules. So, as a weapon of com- 
pulsion, the strike was proving something ksa than a. com- 
plete success. 


The walkout deserved to fail. Its only conceivable value

In a recent address on the vital subject of federal defi- 


cit financing. Dr. Edwin C. Nourse, who waa formerly chair- 
man of the president's council of economic advisers, but re- 
signed because of his disagreement with certain administra- 
tion fiscal policies, said. "We all see the folly of the Mis- 
sissippi steamboat owner who put on such a big whistle that 
the engine stopped when he hlew it." 


Senator Ferguson of Michigan told the same audience 


that deficit spending is "the secret weapon in the Moscow 
arsenal." 


Industry is running in high gear. Employment is at 


near-record levels. Governmental income is huge. Yet this 
year there will be a budget deficit of about .37,000.000,000 
and perhaps more. If the government refuses to make both 
ends meet in good times, what would happen if even a minor 
depression occurred and revenues declined? 


Soviet journalists and economists often say that in time 


capitalism, as exemplified by the United States, will collapse 
from within and that the communization of the world will 
then follow as a matter of course. They are right to the ex- 
tent that in the long run there is no greater threat to free- 
dom and opportunity and everything this nation stands for 
than to keep on running gigantic government deficits, to pile 
up the national debt until it reaches the insupportable point, 
and to bring on the ghastlv tragedy of runaway inflation. 


The whistle must not be allowed to stop the boat.

Undulant fever, which is one 


kind of brucellosis, hai become a 
matter of increasing concern to 
doctors and health officials 
in

disease both for human beings and 
for the livestock and dairy ui- 
tert'j-ts. 


Human bnicellos-.s ;s caused by 


a germ of which there are several 
varieties. 
It is a disease which 


car. cause many different kinds of 
symptoms. In a typical acute at- 
tack fever, chilly sensations, ex- 
cessive sweating, loss of weight, 
pains in the muscles and headache 
are quite common. 


Fever is generally present which 


tends to go up and down In » 
wave-like manner, and it is this 
characteristic u'mrh has given it 
the name of "ur.duiar.t" fever- 


All too often tne disease does 


not show typical symptoms and 
can be conriiyed with other dis- 
eases. It is sometimes responsible 
for harkach" ar-d other signs of 
•muscular or 
jo'.nt rheumatism. 


One of the loadmp research work- 
ers on the disease contracted it 
but •was considered to be a "ner- 
vouse case'' for many years before 
the true cause was discovered.
